RUMORED RESIGNATION OF 

oa HON. MR. TARTE: 

The Ottawa Citizen publishes the 
following Montreal despatch under 
date of Des. 25th: The rumor is again 
current in political circles that Mr. 
Tarte will shortiy retire from the gov- 
ernment. He has no wish to do so 
beti the precarious state of his health 
will force him ito retire. His closest 
friends believe that the worry and ex- 
citement of another session of parlia- 
ment would be fatal to him in his pres- 
eni;tondition, and he is being strongly 
advised to give up all public duties un- 
<il his health is restored. If he leaves 
the zovernment Mr. Tarte will prob- 
ably go to Paris, and he will be ap- 
pcinted to succeed Mr. Fabre, as Can1- 
dian high commissioner. It is believ- 
ed that a sea voyage and a change 
would be of great benefit to the min- 
ister, whose health has declined per- 
feptably since his return from France 
a few months ago.

ALBERTA’S PROGRESS. 

L. A. Hamilton, land commissioner 

of the C. P. R. ,said to the I’ree Press 


in a recent interview: 

There has been a big percentage of 
land taken up by farmers of the better 
class who Lave come from the States. 
The Alberta district has especially felt 
the incomming of these farmcrs; only as 
far back as yesterday eleven quarter 
sections were sola to a man and his 
two sons who came from iakota, in 
tend settling near Wetaskiwin. Sales 
. im the Alberta district have been for 
the year in the neighborhood of 120.- 
000 acres selling for about $400,000 
which is nearly equal to the sales made 
i nthe province of Manitoba. It is ex- 
traordinary that in a district like Al- 
berta, where there are free lands under 
the homestead asi, that the company 
are able to dispos2 of so much land. 
The reason is that the settlers go in 
for vaixed farming, having a certain 
number of catile which makes it im- 
perative that they shouid have, to 
make a successful farm, about 320 
acres, but as they can obtain only 160 
acres by homesiead they must add to 
this additional lands. 


“There is now greater encourage- 
ment to farmers to settle in the west 
on account of better markets obtain- 
able for produce in British Columbiz. 
There is no district in Canada in which 
farmers can better dispose of their 
proiucts than in British Columbia 
New towns have been springing up, 
the population of which are so in- 
creasing, owing to the mining re- 
sources of the couniry, that an in- 
crease in the demand for the products 
of Alberta is bound to be created. It 
will also follow that an increase in 
the sale of lands here can be looked 


for.”

The grain crop in the Edua settlement 
alone is estimated at 150,000 bushels. 
They are acquiring considerable herds 
of cattle.

pearing, and the merchants, in our 
community at least; consider them: 
cash customers. Several school dis- 


tricts have been formed ameng them, 
amd the young reople of, both sex are 
rapidly acquiring a fair knowledge! of 
English ,and are in great demand ~ as 
servants, both on farms and! in towns, 
alt! good wages. Of those arriving this 
spring over 300 secured work for the 
season on the C. P. R. railway, which 
will materially help them through ‘this 
winter. . : 

The crops generally throughout the 
district, notwithstanding the long con- 
tinued wet weather, lasting till the end 
of August, turned ott much better 
than expected, and may be said to have 
been a littie better than the average, 
and at the opening of the season, prices 
for the grain were very high, a most 
encouraging thing for-new settlers 
with their first crop. Prices for cat- 
tle and hogs have been higher than in 
any previous year, and on the whole 
the country is in a most prosperous 
condition. Great growth being vis- 
ible in the towns as well as in the

Five mew flour mills have been con- 
structed, or are now in'course of con- 
struction, and still the local demand 
for flour has to some ‘extent to’be met 
by, importation.

Magersfontein. 

London, Doc. 28.—The wer office has 
received the following: “At 9:30 yes- 
terday evening the Boers on the south 
side of Magersfontein opened a heavy 
fire for some time. This morning the

Before dawn to-day a detachment of 
the mounted forses, with artillery 
and light infantry, moved out in a 
westerly direction. Boer artillery 
from Kamperdam opened fire at 
Qttos kopje, the Kimberley font re- 
plyinz with 20 shells. ‘The British 
force reconnoitered the outposts 
along Laseratto ridge, the Boer pa- 
trols retreating. Having accomplished 
this, and having discovered reinforce- 
ments a proaching from Wimbledon 
ridge, Col. Chamier, with the Royal 
artillery, exchanged a dozen shells as 
soon as the guns could be limbered up. 
Some 500 Boers poured‘ im a heavy 
fire from their earthworks, the Brit- 
ish finally retiring, with the loss~ of 
ona horse. 

¥The movement showed that the 
Boers are still keeping three guns in 
the vicinity of Kimberley, and are abie 


to summon reinforcements rapidly. 
It also showed their proneness to 
vacate a position izamediately when 


weaker than the opposing fforces. 
Pretoria Reports. 

Pretoria, Dec. »8.—Commandant Sny- 
Mun reports as follows from Molopo: 
“QOn\Monday morning the enemy from 
Mafeking atiacked one of our forts in 
force, with cannon, maxims and an 
armored train, and so persistently that 
there,"was fighting fright on the walls 
oft the fort. But we have retained our 
fort.

After 
heavy fighting the burghers captured 
the Kaffir position, losing three killed 
and five wounded. 

Pretoria, Dec. 25.—Commandant 
Cronje reports from Modder river, De- 
cember 24, that the Boers captured two 
British forts at Kuruman on Decem- 
ber 17. It is rumored that Lord Me- 
thuen’s hig naval gun exploded. 
Colenso. 

“The Boers have converted the hills 
near Colenso into fortresses of im- 
mense strength. Everywhere they 
have splendid trenches, many of them 
being bomb-proof. Tramway lines 
permit the shifting of guns with as- 
tcnishing rapidity. The main positions 
are connected with the outlying posi- 
tions by underground passages, and 
the forts proper bristle with machine 
guns that com:nand the approaches. 
Probably mines are laid. 

“One hears less nowadays about Boer 
shells not bursting. Observers, of the 
Colenso fight say the Boer shelling 
was very effective. This was due large- 
ly to the fact that the distances are 
marked off with white paint. The en- 
emy’s discipline is improving. The 
trenches represent great manual ia- 
bor, for which the Boers have a keen 
dislike, and the way in which they re- 
straiped their fire when our; troops 
were advancing is another proof of im- 
proved soldiering.” 

British Plans. 

Experts are coming to the conclu- 
sion that the British have given up the 
idea of carrying the positions along 
the Tugela and Modder rivers by! as- 
sault and will await the transport and 
cavalry required to give their for-es 
the necessary mobility, when they hope 
to be in a position to besiege tha Boers 
in their respective plevnas, while Gen. 
Roberts carries out the original plan 
of campaign, that of a¢évancing :‘lue 
north on Bloemfontein, the other gen- 
erals detaching sufficient mobile 
troops to reach their goals by circuit- 
ous routes. 

The Boer Idea of a Settlement. 

Durban, Natal, Saturday, Dec. 23.— 
Mr. Winston Churchill, on arriving 
here after his escape from the Boers, 
received a tremendous ovation. He! says 


that from conversations with mem- 
bers of the Transvaal executive at 
Pretoria, he learned that the. Boers 


begen the war with trepidation, but 
that President Kruger is now con- 
fident Great Britain will soon sue for 
peace. In the highest Transvaal circlas, 
Mr. Churchill asserts, there is serious 
talk of a compromise by which Great 
3ritain would cede the territory now 
dccupied by the armies of the two re- 
pubii's, pay an indemnity of £20.- 
000,000 and acknowledge the com- 
plete independence of the Transvaal. 
A Private Wire. 


A correspondnet of the London 
Standard at Lorenzo, Marquez, says; 
Delagoa Bay is the residence of Herr 
Pott, a Hollander, who is consul gen- 
eral for the Transvaal and consul for 
the Netherlands. Pott is the princi- 


pal medium between [’retoriaand Dr. 
Leyds in Europe. He controls the 
Netherlands railway through the 
Transvaal, end is the head of the 


Transvaal customs. He is also head 
of the Dutch East Africa company and 
has the ear of the Portuguese gov- 
ernment, as well us the chief of each 
department. It is openly asserted 


that Pott has a private wire to the 
frontier, and knows 24 hours before 
others, what is happening. About him 
gather. all the other consuls, the Por- 
tuguese' officials and the German for- 
warding agents. If Delagoa Bay is 
closed the Boers will retaliate by raid- 
ing Portuguese territory. 


New South Wales Lancers. 

Sydney, N. S. W., Dec. 28.—The New 
Scuth Wales Lancers, who refused to 
go to war in the Transvaal, and re- 
turned to the colony by the steamer 
Nineveh, have been notified that if 
they cannct give a satisfactory ex- 
planation fer so dving, their dismissal 
from the regiment wii! follow. Hon. 
Mr. Seddon, New Zealand’s premier, 
cemplains that large quantities. of 
frozen meat and produce are await- 
ing shipment to South Africa, but no 
steamers are obtainable. 


Enslin. 


“Lieut. Masters has made an extend- 
ed reconnaissance westward and north- 
ward of Enslin and reports all_ well. 
The farmers were glad to see our men 
They were suffering from want of 
food.” . 


Mafeking. 
Generais Gatacre and French report 


no change in the situation. Baden- 
Powell reports all well, Dec, 12. 
Ladysmith. 

The latest independent news from 
Ladysmith says: “Che field fortifica- 
tions would now withstand any organ- 
ized attack the cnemy is likely to de- 
liver. There is sufficient food stuffs 
for two months. The question of for- 
age might be troubiesome, but since 
the rains there has been some grazing 
within the British lines. There is no 
horse sickness. The casualties caused 
by our shell fire are increasing and 
tha Boers are reported to be becoming 
netvcus. They fear night sorties and 
constantly open a heavy fusilade on 
an imaginary attack.” - 


The Times on the Censorship. 

‘During (the continued lull in the mil- 
itary operations in South Africa, the 
papers are filled with letters and arti- 
cles criticising the government and the 
ecempaign and suggesting remedies, 
improvements, alterations in the plans 
and the like. The Times complains of 
needless censorship and concealment. 
It cites the fact that nothing has yer 
tramspired to show how General Gat- 
acre came to lose 600 men at Storm- 
berg. 

Lives Insured. 

The Toronto city council has insured 
the lives of the residents of Toronto 
forming part of the second. conting- 
ent: at $1,000 each. 


Boers Discouraged. 

Winston Churchill, the British war 
rorrespondent who was captured by 
the Boers in the armored train disis- 
ter at Estcourt and afterwards escip- 
ed from Pretoria, cabling to the New 
York! Wor.d. says that although the 
Beers are confident, they want to re- 
turn to thcir farms and complain bit- 
terly of the hardships in the field. Al- 
thcugh the total Boer loss probably 
dees not exceed 2,000, batches of ‘le- 
serters from the commandos are daily 
brought back to the front by the police. 
The last reserves have been called out 
and the only burghers remaining on 
the farms are those who are unfit, or 
have bribed the officials. The food 
supplies are’ not large and latterly the 
crops have suffered terribly from lo- 
eusts. The tight British grip on De- 
lagos Bay must be felt also. Review- 
ing the general situation, it is foolish 
not te recognize that the British are 
fighting a formidable and terrible ad- 
versary of high qualities. The burg- 
hers increase their efficiency and their 
government, although vilely corrupt, 
dvotes its whole energy to military op- 
erations. Time, however, is on the 
Rritish side, and must eventually 
weaken the republic. 


Lady Sarah Wilson. 

A war office des patch from . Col. 
Baden-Powell, dated Dec. 12,announces 
the safe arrival of Lady Sarak Wil- 


son, and reports the health and spirit 


of ihe garrison as very satisfac- 
tory. 
Cape Dutch in Arms. 

The Cape Town correspondent of 


the} Daily News says: “A leading resi 
dent, of Vryburg, who was released by 
the Boers, saw 2,000 colonials from 
Griqualand West. He says colonial 
faces ‘are to be seen everywhere in the 
Poer. ranks.” 


Mafeking Relief Force 
According to a despatch from Mo- 
¢budi, Bechuanaland, Dec. 16, the 


Rhodesian-Mafeking relief force was 
progressing slowly, owing to the neces- 
sity of repairing the bridges, which 
averaged one per mile. Anintercepted 
Boer mail bug, it was added, showed 
that 20 Boers had been kilied. and 

many wounded during the British at- 
ta:k on the Sequani laagers. 

Change in the Contingent. 

Dr. Borden, minister of Militia, stat- 
ed that the change which bad taken 
place in the second contingent was that 
four squadrons would be sent instead 
of. three, as at first arranged for, and 
that two of these would be made up 
of mounted policemen and others in 
Manitoba arid the Northwest under 
their cwn officers, and that the other 
two would be recruited in the east- 
ern provinces from the cavalry and 
others, and under different officers. 


The militia department has closed 
ai contracc for a gross of steel nipJers 
to be used in cutting the barb wirefen- 
tanglements with which.the Boers 
protect their trenches. The depart- 
ment has also purchased a quantity of 
enteric fever lymph with which the 
men of the Canadian contingent are 
to be innoculated.

Edmonton is not an emotion . town, 

Quite the con <ry. If any . copia in 
the wide wo: lieve, and ..ct on the 
belief that min ing their own business 
is their first i not their only uty 
thosa are the : ople of Edmonton, An 
Edmonton audience is never unfair, it 
i¥ never hostile, it is never enthusias- 
tic, it is simply coldly critical. That 
was the invariable rule at [Edmonton 
until Monday night in Robertson Hal}, 
when, the boys for South Africa wore 
given a send off. The proceedings 
opened about § o'clock in the usual 
formal siyle. But the cheering soon 
commenced, and what began by the 
"yeading of an address by the WO). 
U:; soon became a scene of surging ex- 
citernent such as Edmonton had never 
before dreamed of much less witnessed 
and still less taken part in. The meet- 
ing in the hall closed about one o'clock 
in the morning. There was then a 
slackening, not a cessation of the ex- 
citement until nearly daylight when 
it was time tc cross the river to see the 
train off. Notwithstanding the early 
hour and the winiry weather such a 
crowd of men and women frem both 
aides of the river gathered around to 
see the train start as the railway sta- 
tion had never seen before. A crowd 
that surged and shouted and closed in 
bebing the train as it moved out and 
followed it down the track with cheers 
pnd waving of hankerchiefs, until it 
was out of sight. 

No doubt many of those who took 
part in the demonstration are pinching 
themselves to make sure that they are 
the same people. It was all so sudden 
so unexpected, so unlike Edmcaton 
and Edmonton peopie. And what was 
it all about? “It was because when 
notice was given on Saturday, Decem- 
ber 23rd that volunteers for South Af- 
rica would be accepted men dropped 
their work at a moment’s notice and 
came in from all directions and from 
ali distances up to 150 miles to offer 
themselves. It was done so quickly, 
so spontaneousiy thit the men were 
enlisted and under marching orders 
almost before the general publicq knew 
abeut it. Then they became 
aware of the facis, when they awoke to 
the, sacrifice that was being made and 
the spirit in wiich it was being made 
surprise and pride and grief and _pa- 
triotism, caused such a tumult in tb 
minds and hearts of the people 
they certainly never before experie.c- 
ed, and resulted in the demonstration 
of Monday night and Tuesday morning. 

It' only became known on Saturday, 
December 30th, {hat the men! were to 
leave for Calgary on the morning of 
Tuesday, Jar. 2nd. A meeting was 
hurriedly called for Saturday evening 
and at that meeting arrangements 
wre made for the demonstration on 
Monday night. Already a consider- 
able’ sum had been subscribed and the 
ladies of the W.C.‘T. U. hadi beem sew- 
ing on the “comfort bags” which they 
intended: ‘to present tothe men. But 
the greater part of the work had still 
to.be dune. And it was done and well 
done.. 

The hall was handsomely decorated 
with flags and the motio “For God 
Home and Motherland,” showed large 
oni the wall. It had been decided that 
the send off should take the form ofa 
smoking concert as thus allowing more 
freedom for'leave takiug and conversa- 
tion. But a ladies’ reception was 
arranged ‘to take place before the con- 
cert. The ladies were present in large 
mumbers, 2nd the hail was crowded. 
K. W. McKenzie, mayor-elect, took 
the chair. The members of the con-- 
tingent, lined up in front of the stage 
and, an address from the W. C. T. U. 
was read by Mrs. Jas. McDonald. The 
address} was foliowed by the presenta- 
tion of the “comfort bags” provided 
by, the ladies of the W. C. IT. U. These 
are a little collection of connected 
pockets stocked with nzedies, thread: 
buttons and other handy and useful 
articles. As the rame of each man was 
called by Insp. Snyder he went for- 
ward, and was greeted with hand clap- 
ping, and cheering by the crowd. This 
was particularily marked in the case 
of the young men best known to the 
audience, persons! friends of many, as 
they were. After the presentation 
there was general handshaking, and 
farewell. The Glee club sang, “Vic- 
toria, our Queen,” A. G. Randall sang, 
“Soldiers of the Queen,” accompanied 
at the piano by A. J. H. McCauley, of 
the contingent, and when$ o’clock ar- 
rived the hour for commencing the 
smoking concert, the Glee club sang 
“Good Night Ladies.” 

After the ladies hed retired F. 
Oliver, M. P., took the chair and pro- 
posed the first toast, “The Queen,”

“We wish you all, God speed, and a 
glorious victory.”

Next we came to Red: Deer, and af- 
ten having dinner, we were once more 
called into formation to receive a sim- 
ilar reception to that of Lacombe. 
The purse presented to Mr. Snyder con- 
tained some $35.50, A short speech 
from a reverend gentleman, of:. ° that 
place was responded to by Mr. Snyder, 
and@ the tiger was once more aroused. 


Our next: place of note was Innisfail 
where they awaited us witha purse of 
money and also an address as follows: 

: Innisfail, Jan. 2, 700. 
To the officers in command of second 
contingent for Sonith Africa. 

The citizens of Innisfail and neigh- 
borhood take pleasure in handing you 
the sum of $33.75, as a small gift io 
be divided among the contingent. Our 
best wishes go with you on your way. to 
the seat of war, and we wish this to 
represent{ to you the hearty feeling of 
sympathy which will always be curs as 
you fight in South Africa,‘the battles 
of our Queen and Empire. 

To this Mr. Snyder again made reply 
and again the tiger howled.” 


Without a doubt we are appreciat- 
ed, by the peopie of Alberta, as their 
hearty well wishes go to prove. 

We arrived in Calgary and went to 
the police barracks; and to-day we 
leave for Regina where we are sup- 
posed to stay for at least two days. We 
then go to Toronto where we are to re- 
ceive our wniforms and proceed to the 
far east.
